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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 04/21/05. Claims 1 and 
4 remain pending. Claims 2 and 3 have been canceled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 5,950,398 to Hubbard. 

Transparent panel 1 1 has an external surface 17 including a coplanarly 
extending peripheral flange, the underside of which comes into abutting contact 
against a peripheral external surface of an opening at 14. An internal surface 18 
is dimensioned to pass trough the opening as discussed and illustrated in the 
figures. External mounting frame assembly 26 is provided. 

4. It is noted that the Examiner telephoned Mr. Jesus Sanchelima on July 8, 2005, 
to propose and Examiner's amendment to place the application in condition for 
allowance. However, the Hubbard reference, applied above, had not been brought to 
the Examiner's attention prior to the conversation. No amendment has been made. 
Claims 1 and 4 stand rejected under Hubbard.
